She fears Waco will forever be tied to David Koresh, a religious zealot 
who has been holed up with his followers in an out-of -town compound 
since a Feb. 28 shootout in which four federal agents and at several cult 
members were killed. 

“For years to come, people are going to hear the name Waco and think 
‘That’s where that crazy guy David Koresh, who thinks he is God, lived,” 
Key said. 

“The longer this thing goes on, the more it’s driven into people’s minds 
that Waco is ‘Wacko..” 


AIDS cases are on the rise in Utah 


OGDEN -- The number of Utahns with HIV or AIDS is rising in Utah, 
says a physician who treats the majority of the state’s AIDS-HIV 
patients. 

“Weare seeing three to four new cases a week,” Dr. Kristen Ries said. 

As of April 2, 779 Utahns have been diagnosed with AIDS since 1983 
and 689 with HIV, according to the state Department of Health. Sixty- 
five of them are women. 

Jeff Wertzberger, director of the state bureau of AIDS-HIV, said the 
number of Utahns with the virus has increased mainly because of a new 
definition of AIDS that went into effect Jan. 1, 1993. 

He said about 60 new AIDS cases have been reported since Jan 1. But 
he said the reported number of HIV-infected people is dramatically 
lower than estimates that as many as 5,000 Utahns may be HIV-posi- 
tive. 


Israeli Cabinet backs Rabin’s plans 


JERUSALEM — Cabinet ministers endorsed Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin’s plans Sunday to keep the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip 
sealed indefinitely and sharply cut the Palestinian work force in Israel. 

Rabin believes a separation of the two areas is vital to curb violence 
and win support among Israelis for future concessions in Middle East 
peace talks. 

The closure, imposed March 31 after a wave of Arab-Israeli attacks, 
bars 1.8 million Palestinians from entering Israel and dealt a harsh eco- 
nomic blow to both sides. 

The occupied territories were sealed during most of the Persian Gulf 
War, and have been shut periodically during times of unrest. _ 

Wages from 120,000 Palestinian laborers in Israel account for half the 
income of Gaza and one-third the income of the West Bank. Israeli 
employers, meanwhile, depend on Arabs to fill many low-level jobs. 

On Sunday, the Cabinet decided to review the closure weekly and 
inject more money into the territories to compensate for the lost jobs.

Students, faculty, alumni and the 
press crowded under a tent on the 
south end of campus with 
Congressmen and leaders of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints to participate in the 
groundbreaking of what President 
Gordon B. Hinckley called a “tem- 
ple of science” Friday morning. 

Comparing the anticipated dedi- 
cation of the new LDS Temple in 
San Diego with Friday’s ground 
breaking ceremony. for the new 
Ezra Taft Benson Science Building, 
President Hinckley, First 
Counselor in the First Presidency 
of the Church-of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints said, “We break 
ground today for a different kind of 
temple — a temple of science. ... It 
will become as a memorial of a 
great life well lived.” 

President Hinckley was joined by 
President Thomas S. Monson, 
Second Counselor in the First 
Presidency, and BYU President 
Rex E. Lee in honoring the LDS 
prophet for whom the building is 
named.

Benson, who calls BYU “the Y or 
the B.Y.,” clearly follows the admo- 
nition of King Benjamin who said, 
“When ye are in the service of your 
fellow beings ye are only in the ser- 
vice of your God.” (Mosiah 2:17) 

“No one has shown greater devo- 
tion to or greater interest in 
Brigham Young University and its 
welfare than has President 
Benson,” President Lee said. 

President Lee thanked the board 
of trustees for the building which 
President Hinckley said would be 
the finest facility for the teaching 
of chemistry anywhere in the 
world. . 

“On behalf of the students who 
will study here, the faculty who 
will teach here and the entire 
University which will benefit from 
its existence, I express our appreci- 
ation to the board of trustees for 
their foresight in authorizing this 
building,” President Lee said.

BYU’s men’s volleyball team was 
on fire Friday night as they defeat- 
ed No. 1 UCLA in a five-game

“This is a game we have been 
working for all year,” coach Carl 
McGown said. : 

In the first game Friday night 
UCLA jumped out to a 5-2 lead. 
With a couple of blocks and a few 
aces from Bruins Kevin Wong and 
Jeff Nygard, the Bruins ended the 
first game 5-15. 

BYU’s strong play created an 11-1 
lead over UCLA in the second 
game but, five BYU hitting errors 
and three Bruin blocks helped 
UCLA make a comeback of 10 
points. 

With the Cougars still leading at 
13-11 Kevin. Hambly gave BYU 
game point with a solo block. 

After three tries at game point 
BYU finally captured the game 15- 
12. 

The third game was all BYU; the 
Cougars started: a run with a kill 
from Scott Larkin, block solo from 
Hugh McCutcheon, back row kill 
from Larkin and a block solo from 
Hambly. 

Another kill from Larkin and an 
overpass kill by Ethan Watts off of

In the fourth game BYU and

Johnston stars

Although Ryan Hancock may be 
the most well-known football/base- 
ball player at BYU, he is not the 
only athlete competing in both 
sports for the Cougars. 

Mike Johnston plays shortstop for 
the baseball team and wide receiv- 
er for the football team, and 
although he is only a freshman, 
Johnston has seen significant play- 
ing time in both sports. 

Growing up in San Francisco, 
Johnston said he has been playing 
baseball for as long as he can 
remember.

Johnston red-shirted his first sea- 
son at BYU due to an ankle injury, 
and now as a freshman eligibility- 
wise, he has already contributed to 
both programs. 


In baseball, Johnston is batting ' 


close to .300 while helping his team 
to a 19-10 record. 

On the football field, Johnston 
saw most of his playing time on 
special teams as punt returner. 
Chow said because the team didn’t 
lose many receivers from last sea- 
son, Johnston will have to wait to 
see more game time. 

“Johnston is one of the guys we 
rely on and count on, and he’s an 
integral part of our future,” Chow 
said.

U.N. aid;

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina- 
Cathedral bells rang and candles of 
hope were lit, but Easter Sunday 
brought little respite in Bosnia’s 
war as Serbs hindered U.N. aid 
deliveries and a truce-in the east 
faltered. 

NATO airmen spent the holiday 
preparing to enforce a U.N.- 
imposed ban on military flights 


over Bosnia. The mission, which ° 


begins Monday, gives pilots author- 
ity to shoot at violators. 

Bosnian Serbs had offered a 
cease-fire around the Muslim 
enclave of Srebrenica but advanced 
on the battered town.before the 
truce took effect, U.N. officials said. 

As the cease-fire deadline passed 
Saturday, two mortar shells landed 
near U.N. aid trucks being 
unloaded and another, five shells 
slammed into a valley just outside 
the town, said Commander Barry 
Frewer, Sarajevo spokesman for 
U.N. peacekeepers. No casualties 
were reported. 

Frewer said Srebrenica was rela- 
tively calm early Sunday, but 
stressed that U.N. military 
observers could not monitor outly- 
ing areas. :
